Confederate Reunion Committee, com* 
posed of leading man of the commun­ 
ity, has been engaged for Berend 
weeks in perfecting an organization 
and raising funds ncessary lor th* 
entertainment of the lith annual re* 
union of the United Confederate Vet­ 
erans' Assedation to be held bere 
September S4 to 77, inclusive. 
W. Tate Brady Is chairman of the 
general committee and Nathan Bed­ 
ford Forrest general secretary. Head­ 
quarters hare been established in 
rooms at Convention hall and a corps 
of assistants employed to carry on the 
organisation work. 
It was decided some weeks ago to 
raise 7100,000 to defray tke expenses 
of tke reunion. In two days $50,000 
was secured in pledges and cash. 
President MeFariln, of the Tulsa 
Chamber of Commerce, called a meet­ 
ing of the directors of that body to 
consider the matter of financing the 
reunion. The board of directors as­ 
sured the reunion committee that the 
Chamber of Commerce would heartily 
support the reunion and that the bal­ 
ance of tho fond would be secured. 
With this assurance, the committee is 
speeding

reunion

work. 
It is confidently expected that IOO,* 
OOO people will attend the Tulsa re* 
union. Last spring some fear was en* 
tertained that the reunion, on account 
of pressure of war interests, could not 
be held and the spring date was indef* 
lnitely postponed. 
The question of 
holding the reunion at a later date 
was taken up with heads of the gov* 
eminent at 'Washington. President 
Wilson expressed a desire that the 
reunion be held. With this approval, 
the dates were fixed for Sept. 24-27 im 
(elusive.
